President's Entry 


Into Budget Scrap 


Stirs Calculations 


Truman Says Spending 


by Government Will be 


Near His Estimate 


Washington, Aug.* 8—(AP) — 


President Truman's entry into the 
battle of the budget bolstered 
evidence today that federal spend- 
ing this fiscal year—as the ad- 
ministration adds it up—will be 
close" to the original White House 
estimate of 537.500,000,000. 


Taking an indirect poke at-claims 


of big savings by the Republican 
congress, Truman announced that 
he has ordered a "detailed and 
exhaustive" study of federal out- 
lays and income. 


When this is completed he will 


issue a review and analysis of 
"a^the facts." presumably in. the 
customary 'mid-August 
budget 


review. 


Administration budget officials, 


immediately after 
congress ad- 


journed, said that despite numer- 
.ous cuts in 
appropriations 
the 


government 
probably will spend 


fairly close to the amount esti- 
mated by Truman in his budget 
message last January. They spoke 
anonymously, to keep out of the 
political crossfire. 


But 
while 
Truman 
himself 


stated he would make no "hasty 
predictions", other administration 
officials saic? today their further 
studies of the new legislation boar 
out that conclusion of ten days 
ago.

Food Group Warns 


of Blowup Abroad 


Washington. Aug. 8 —(AP) — 


The United Nations Food and Ag- 
riculture Organization said today 
thp choice is another year of gov- 
ernmental controls over food ex- 
ports and imports or a possible 
serious political and social blowup 
in Europe. 


In a report prepared for its an- 


nual meeting opening at Geneva 
August 25. the FAO railed for ex- 
tension of a system of internation- 
al collaboration in dividing scarce 
foods among shortage areas. 


Under this system—due to ex- 


pire Dec. :n unless extended by 
the more than ."!0 nations volun- 
tarily cooperating -- the govern- 
ments rather than commercial ag- 
encies largely control movements 
of food. 


Call for Global Action 


Stating that world food produc- 


tion has not recovered as quick- 
ly as had beer, expected and that 
many areas fate even slimmer 
diets next year than this, the FAO 
said global action must be inten- 
sified to pi event possible starva- 
tion, particularly in AMH. 


It failed aNo for mJtinational 


collaboration on a long-range pro- 
gram of food production. It said a 
retuin to pre-war levels will not 
be suffu icnt because of the in- 
crease in world population 


As tor the year immediately 


ahead, the FAO said the problem 
is "not merely a matter of cer- 
tain number of boatloads of gram, 
although every boatload 
counts. 


It is a matter of saving 
human 


lives". 


It also is an issue in Europe, 


the agency added, of whether the 
next 12 months witnesses a drift 
toward "political dismteg'ration or 
a prartiral start along the hard 
road to recovery".

Price of Gold Goes 


up in Greek Market 


Athens, Aug. 8 —-(AD— The 


price of gold rose sharply today 
m uneasy Athens, and veteran ob- 
servers said it reflected fears that 
international violence might bur- 
geon into war if tru communists 
attempted to 
establish a 
free 


state in northern Greece. 


The Athens 
money 
market, 


which in the past faithfully has 
fore-shadowed governmental cris- 
es,, quoted the gold sovereign to- 
day at 170.000 drachma. The stab- 
ilized rate is 135,000. The gold rate 
was 139,000 when the 5300,000,- 
000 American military aid program 
began to function. 


One indicatiort of today's sit- 


uation has been the shakeup in 
the operational command posts 
of the government's army. 


Athens observers also found dis- 


turbing the reluctance 
of the 


American mission to agree to an 
increase to 200,000 or 250,000 men 
for the Greek army. The army now 
numbers 130,000 and some Greeks 
contend the increase is needed to 
meet the communist threat from 
the north.

Buying End Nov. 1; 
Truman Signs Bill 


President C r i t i c a l of 


Legislation in Sign- 


ing Resolution 


Washington, Aug. 8 —(AP)— 


President Truman 
today signed 


legislation killing all controls on 
installment buying November 1 
1947. 


The president said he regretted 


that congress did not follow the 
recommendation of the Federal 
Reserve Board and of the Council 
of Economic Advisers "by enact- 
ing legislation to provide for con- 
tinuing as long as necessary reg- 
ulation of consumer credit as 
a 


means of helping to promote ec- 
onomic stability". 


Truman had asfced for specific 


peacetime authority to regulate 
the American institution known as 
the "easy payment plan", as a 
bulwark against inflationary ten 
dencies. 


But congress, instead, sent him 


a bill intended to force an end to 
the credit curbs in three months. 


Critical of Legislation 


In a statement criticizing the 


legislation the president said: 


"It is unfortunate that the con- 


gress did not provide for restraints 
on over-expansion of installment 
credit in order to diminish infla- 
tionary pressures 
arising from 


this course". 


Truman observed that contin- 


uation of present controls for the 
next three months has been "per 
mittcd and implied by the con 
gress", and he added that "this 
is preferable to immediate aban

She ran into the house 


-to get away from him. He, jtol- 
lowed her, threatening and curs 
ing and with his fist clinched. She 
picked up rny .45 automatic, which 
I keep in my de'sk, with the idea 
of frightening him away. 


"He started into the house after 


her. Anne knew he was not him- 
self. 
She became hysterical with 


fright and bifgan firing. 
Anne 


had never fired a weapon before 
in her life. 
I know .she did -not 


intend to kill my father, because 
she loved him as we all did. She 
would not have intentionally kill- 
ed even to save her own life.

'A writer stated recently that 


four 
million 
Americans 
have 


heait disease, and that over half 
a million die annually form it. This 
aeemminjfly a p p a h n g situation 
Is considerably modified, as 
tne 


writer went on to point out. by 
the fact that by proper diagnofiis, 
care, and treatment, the number 
of death.s can be greatly reduced. 
But 1 cite pie statements to em- 
phasize the central place and im- 
portance ot the heart. 


To the wise men among 
the 


ancient Hebrews the heart was 
not only the center of man's phy- 
sical being, but it symbolized also 
the center and source of his moral 
and spiritual life. He thought not 
only with his mind, but with his 
heart. "As a man thmKeth in his 
heart, so is he". "Search the heart 
for out of it are the issues of life." 


Purity of heart, therefore, be- 


came the supreme and necessary 
condition of a good and wholesome 
life, as much as pure blood is the 
condition of a healthy body. One 
can live with a diseased body, for 
a time at least, just as one can 
live with a dissased soul, but the 
seeds 
of destruction are there. 


And the conditions and demands ot 
good moral health are as impera- 
tive as are the conditions and de- 
mands of good health for the body. 


What does it mean to be pure 


m heart? The common tendency 
is to think of "purity" chiefly, if 


not altogether, in terms of sex; 
but purity of heart means a great 
deal more than avoidance of what 
Saint Peter (I Peter 2:11) 
has 


called the "fleshy lusts that war 
against the soul". There are other 
lusts that are as damaging to the 
soul, and that are perhaps even 
more destructive to man's fellow- 
men. There is the lust of 
power 


and the lust of ease, and the lust 
of pleasure, 
which 
unregulated 


and uncontrolled can destroy m 
man the sen.se of 'duty and the ob- 
ligation to fulfill his reasonable 
obligations in the world. 


Purity, too, must be considered 


on its positive side. It is 
not 


enough to resist the temptations 
of evil; "it. is necessary to be mov- 
ed by the impulses of good, and 
the power of love. Purity means 
strength, as well as freedom from

- New York, Aug. 8 — (AP) For 
years Frank K. Kelly, a success- 
ful free lance, cursed the idiosyn- 
crasies of editors. 
: 


Now he is an editor himself, and 


•Tfinds it a bit disturbing' to be is- 
suing rejection slips to other writ- 
'ers. 


As a matter of fact he avoids 


•printed rejection slips whenever 
possible, remembering the bitter- 
ness of all writers toward turn- 
•downs of this kind. "I have had 
. so many myself", he said pleas- 
antly, ''they got to seem like old 
.•buddies". 


- Xow 33. Kelly began writing at 
the age of 12. At 16 he had over- 
bidden his first wave of rejections 
io become a regular contributor to 
science fiction magazines. Since 
.then, between tours of duty as a 
newspaperman, a nieman fellow at 
Harvard university and wartime 
serg-eant overseas, 
he has sold 


some 60 stories and articles to 
magazines as diverse as "Amaz- 
ing Stories" and "The Atlantic 
.Monthly". One tale was selected 
by the late Edward O'Brien for 
inclusion in his annual anthology 
^bf best short stories. 


Creates a Problem 


\ Recently Kelly became manu- 
script editor himself for a 
well 


known weekly magazine and learn- 
ed the other side of the picture. 
'He conscientiously reads at least 
'15 to 20 manuscripts a day and 
'has become something of a prob- 
lem to the stenographers in 
his 


"office. 


"They say I write too many per- 


sonal letters to writers", he said. 
."One girl brought me out a whole 
_'stack of printed rejection forms 
'starting 'the editors wish to thank 
you for submitting your manu- 
script, but—'. 


"Well. I use them once in a 


.while, but I hate to do it. That 
hurts a writer most of all—to get 
a printed rejection slip attached 
by a paper clip to his' labor of 
love". 


So Kelly in most cases tries to 


jgive a personal assessment of each 
manuscript he finds it necessary to 
. return—which is at least 99 out 
of every 100 submitted. 
, "The result is the writers bom- 


bard me with their other manu- 
scripts by return airmail, special 
delivery", he laughed. "But that's 
all right. I did that myself". 


Kelly said that as a contribu. 


tor himself he always' thought it 
was a legend that editors were in 
constant search of new talent, but 
he has found it to be true. The ] 
"name" writers get turned down 
often just as do the "unknowns". 


He said that all 
manuscripts 


get a thorough reading unless the 
editor can tell at a glance that 
they are hopelessly unadapted to 
their needs. 


But Kelly said it was foolish 


for any competent writer to be dis- 
couraged by 'rejection slips. One 
of his own stories, " turned down 
by practically every magazine m 
America", promptly brought $200 
when submitted to a Canadian edi- 
tor. 


"One writer to whom I wrote 


a personal letter of rejection told 
me it gave him courage to go on", 
he said. "But I believe writing is 
an incurable itch. No editor can 
destroy a real writer's passion for 
putting black marks on white pa- 
per. And the market is always 
wide open for fresh stuff".

Churchill declared: 


"The 
government's 
proposals 


will 
mean 
the 
abrogation 
of 


parliament and of all our long 
cherished rights." 


Government-requested 
legisla- 


tion to implement the Attlee pro- 
gram would extend and strengthen 
government powers, dating from 
wartime, 
to 
direct 
labor 
into 


"necessary" industry 
and inter- 


vene in 
"inefficient" 
industries. 


The program itself was aimed at 
cutting down imports and boosting 
production for export. 


Speaking just before Churchill 


took the floor, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Herbert Morrison declared: 


"We are not going' to be cross- 


examined in advance as to exactly 
what we will, do with the powers 
when we get them." 


Churchill maintained that the 


labor and industry controls asked 
by the government would destroy 
British freedom, and added: 


"These powers are the negation 


of British freedom and way of 
living in time of peace." 


Sees Socialists "Alast-ers". 


He said the socialist ministers 


would be "the absolute masters" 
of the country while parliament 
was in recess. It is scheduled to 
adjourn for the summer next week. 


"Is this necessary to the life 


of the country?" he asked. "It 
would mean a state of alarm and 
discouragement and paralysis." 


Churchill declared that Attlee's 


speech Wednesday—in which the

Churchill inquired: 


"Who is going to wield these

He declared that the govern- 


ment's ministers were men who 
were prepared always to put the 
party before the nation. 


In his speech, Attlee had called

During that decade New York's

In the first five years 
of the decade, there was a net loss 
in the city's Puerto Rican popula- 
tion. In the next five years the 
average gross gain was only 3166 
Puerto Ricans a year. 


All this may seem like a lot 


of fuss over nothing. Nevertheless 
it will be interesting to see what 
the Resident Commissioner and 
Congress propose to do about the 
matter. 


Puerto Rieans are citizens of 


the United States. They have as 


right to move freely within 


the boundaries of the country as 
any other citizens. The complex 
problem of their island, which has 
about twice as many people as it 
can support, is a problem of hu- 
man misery. But it cannot be solv- 
ed by curbing human liberty. 


If, in urne of economic crisis, 


2.000 or 3,000 inhabitants a month 
have the desire to go elsewhere 
and try to better themselves by 
legitimate means, that is their 
privilege.

Ammonium Nitrate 


Barred from Port 


Washington, Aug. 8—(AP) — 


Ammonium Nitrate, barred from 
New York Harbor as "a commodity 
that is most hazardous to handle', 


The New York ban followed ex- 


plosions of ammonium nitrate - 
laden ships at Brest, France, and 
Texas City, Tex. 


Dr. A. C. Fieldner, chiel of the 


bureau of mines' fuels and 
ex- 


plosives branch, told a reporter in 
response to questions' today that: 


1. The bureau's list of "per- 


missible" explosives includes some 
that contain ammonium nitrate— 
though the chemical is not used 
in a pure state because "in itself 
it is not considered a suficiently 
-urn explosive and is used with a 
booster su .n as nitrogylcerme". 


2. Two-thirds of all the "per- 


missible" explosive used ir mines 
last year contained ammonium ni- 
trate. 


3. Ammonium nitrate is "not 


near as sensitive as dynamite or 
mtro-glyce-ine, and 1 think it is 
a 'safe' explosive, as far as ex- 
plosives go" Fieldner added that 
under certain 
conditions, 
heat 


alone will set off ammonium ni- 
trate, as on the ships at Brest and 
Texas City. 


4. The bureau has heard of no 


objection being raised by the min- 
ers to Che, use of explosives con- 
taining ammonium nitrate. 


An official of the- AFL United 


Mine Workers confirmed this, say- 
ing "\\e liave no objection of per- 
missible explosives". 


Ammonium nitrate is used in 


crystal form. As a fertilizer it is 
coated with a mixture of clay 
and other materials. As an explo- 
sive the crystals do not have this 
coating.

While the train was engineered 
and designed by General Motors 
and built by the Pullman Stand- 
ard Car Manufacturing Company, 
these companies alone could never 
have produced the train. Scores ot 
companies, large and small, with 
thousands of employes, working 
together to -supply ideas, mater- 
ials and parts, made the train pos- 
sible,. That is the way in which 
American industry works when 
unhampered by artificial limita- 
tions. 


General Motors is not in the 


railroad car building business but 
it is deeply interested in the Dies- 
el locomotive business, in Diesel 
generator units for car services, 
in railroad air conditioning, in 
bearings and other railroad equip- 
ment. The train was built for the 
purpose of giving the railroads 
and the public the benefit of new 
ideas in train construction- De- 
" signs of the train have been off- 
ered to any qualified manufactur- 
er who wishes to use them. Gen- 
eral Motors hopes that any ideas 
continued in the train that are 
found usable and desirable will be 
freely used by interested railroads 
and car manufacturers. 


General Motors built the train 


in the interest of better transpor- 
tation. The result is a demonstra- 
tion of the kind of thing that can 
be accomplished 
in a country 


where industrial concerns are free 
to cooperate in working out their 
ideas.

gling and the handing out of bil- 
lions of dolalrs of the taxpayer's 
money in doles and subsidies taint- 
ed with political favoritism, which 
created nothing permanent and 
left us poorer than we were before. 


Now, 
the extreme opposite end 


of that doctrine is the philosophy 
behind the creation of this "Tram 
of Tomorrow". 


No taxpayers' money has been 


spent In this experiment. 


All costs are met by the stock- 


holders of GM. 


They may not get their money 


back in the way of dividends for 
another generation—and not then 
if it doesn't pan out. 


But they are creating perma- 


nent work. By bringing about vast 
new avenues of production they 
are adding to the wealth of the Na- 
tion and supplying new sources 
of taxation. There is in this phil- 
osophy no political "fcather-becl- 
ding" and no threat of monopoly. 


Such a development could never 


be brought about by a govern- 
ment-planned 
economy 
which 


takes away the individual initia- 
tive and'the freedom of enterprise 
that has characterized the Ameri- 
can system since the beginnings. 


The heart of the principle is 


the philosophy of abundance which 
comes with an expanding econ- 


omy in opposition to the socialis- 
tic planned economy of scarcity. 


Only when there is a scarcity, 


in which the people live on a level 
| of mere subsistence, can the poli- 


tico-socialistic doctrine function— 
through centralized control and 
ration cards. 


When Capt. Eddie RickenbaKer 


and his men landed on that raft 
in the Pacific Ocean, he rationed 
the one orange and the little wat- 
er they had left. If there had been 
plenty of oranges and plenty of 
water rationing would not have 
been necessary. So it is in any na- 
tional economy. 


It is not the purpose of the Gen- 


eral Motors to manufacture trains 
or take over railroads. That corp- 
oration developed the Diesel en- 
gine for the 
purpose of selling 


them to the railroads and thereby 
creating a market for new pro- 
ductions. 


For the same purpose they have 


had built this "Train of Tomor- 
row" and have sold the idea to 
the railroad systems of America. 
Under competition, if one railroad 
system adopts the new technique 
all the other roads will have to 
follow suit or create still better 
trains. 


As a part of this competitive 


system, Robert R. Young, of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad, has 
blasted "the old fogies" of the 
railroad world with blistering page 
ads. For that he has become a sort 
of a, national hero in the eyes of 
those who have to ride trains. 


In the early days of the New 


Deal, Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins, in one of her Town Hall 
lectures, suggested that it was a 
mistake for Henry Ford ever to 
have given up making his Model 
T. 


The answer, of course, was that 


Ford did not give up making the 
Model T—the public quit buying 
it because, under competition, the 
public could get a much- better 
car from his rivals.

have taken place. We would not 
have been able when war came 
to perform the "Miracle of Pro- 
duction" which saved the ' world 
from the "planned economy" of 
the Nazi dictatorship. 


The "Train 
of

created by the teamwork of a hun- 
dred different companies and thou- 
sands of research engineers, could 
never have been brought about 
under a political government. 


Because, unless there is a per- 


manent dictatorship, our Federal 
Administration changes every four 
or eight years, whereas private 
business lasts as long as it con- 
tinues to deliver the -goods. And, 
with that sense of permanency, 
private business can plan ahead 
even unto the next generation. 


In organization of personnel it 


is no more permanent than a maj- 
or league baseball team but must 
constantly change in its leader- 
ship to permit younger men, with 
new energy and new visions to 
carry on. 


If it doesn't it drifts into decay 


and rival corporations take over 
the market. 


There is a democracy in busi- 


ness by which ability alone counts. 
We have not as yet achieved that 
efficiency In political democracy. 


Thnt is why government can 


not take over business with dic- 
tatorial powers which, in order to 
function, would have first to des- 
troy democracy.

and automobile be sold and the 
proceeds, together with insurance, 
be turned over to 
his 
brother, 


Kirwan Lawless to be applied "on 
a special purpose." 


The will failed to state this pur- 


pose but on the same day Lawless 
wrote a personal letter to his 
brother requesting Kirwan to take 
"whatever cash, no matter how 
much is left over after my death 
and funeral 
and 
marker, and 


make a contract with a florist, 
to send one rose each Saturday 
morning before 10 a. m., to the 
residence of a girl I have loved 
very dearly for over three years, 
at this writing, and shall continue 
to love for the duration of my 
life." 


Lawless' letter requested that 


this be done "with 
the 
under- 


standing that the bill and contract 
be paid for in advance and that 
no name ever be divulged as to 
thr sender." 


The young soldier left an estate 


amounting to more than $3.600. 
A sister qualified as administra- 
trix. 
In a case in the Norfolk 


Court of Law and Chancery, Kir- 
wan, 
named executor, held that 


the will required that all funds 
left hy Valentine be turned over 
to him. 
The sister held it was 


not practical or proper that the 
directions in the letter be carried 
out.
